DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 1 1/25/02 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's amendment is not found to patently 
distinguish the claims over the prior art and Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gardill (5614285) in view of Hawley's Condensed Chemical 
Dictionary (HCCD), as set forth in the previous two actions. 

Independent claims 1 and 13 have been amended to include the limitation that 
an outer layer is a thermoplastic layer and forms a molded functional element. Gardill 
teaches an outer layer to be thermoplastic ("35 of fig. 2). Applicant's specification does 
not specifically define the term "functional element," but lists illustrative examples 
including "fixing strip, rib, and visually effective surface structure (p. 11, lines 1-7)." 

Gardill teaches molding its laminate into various shapes and undulations (figs. 2- 
3, 7, and 9-10). It is the examiner's position that all cited figures show "visually effective 
surface structures." The examiner notes that all of the cited figures illustrate molded 
designs that can have functional purposes.
